Cooking Small Fish. 


In The Ladies' Homo Journal Sirs. S 


T. Rorer, in telling how to fry tbe emul' 
fish, quotes the old saying, "fcfmall Ssl, 
should ewim twice—once in water ant 
once in oil." 
"Smelts, trout, whitebait 


perch and catfish," she says, "arc perhaps 
more palatable fried than broiled. Smal 
ii=h may be stripped—tluit is, the intestines 
may bo pushed out iinder the gills, so thai 
the fish may refciin Ibeir shape. Wash anc 
dry, then dust with salt and pepper, dij 
in egg and roll in bread crumbs, or thcj 
may be rolled in comment Have ready a 
good sized pan with sufficient^iil to cover. 
Put the fifch in a frying basket, then intc 
tho oil at a temperature of SCO degrees P., 
and cook for about five minutes. Drnii: 
on brown paper and serve. Where a small 
quantity of fat is used, ond tho fish cooked 
on one side and then turned and cooken 
on the other, tho method is really not fry 
ing—it is saut«ing. The result is mucl 
more indigestible than real frying. Cat 
fish are frequently fried in this way with 
out being dipped in crumbs. Snnfish maj 
be rolled in flonroroormneal and carefullj 
fried in dripping, oil or lard. A mixtur» 
of dripping and lard makes a better frying 
material than lard alone. A pure vege 
table oil is freer from danger of diseasi 
germs thaa either. Never use butter fci 
frying fish. It boils at a low temperature 
consequently burns quickly. Iho butyri< 
acid eoftena the fiber of itio fish, dcstroji 
tho flavor and causes ib to become soft ui 
Boon as taken from tho pan." 


Proper Temperature of Batha. 


Ifc is possible that tho expressions cold, 


temperate, tepid, warm and hot may fai 
to convoy to inauy a. sufficient idea of th. 
different ranges of temperature to whicl 
these terms are properly applied. To dt 
away with any vagueness or uncertainty 
which may attend their use/and to prc 
vent any mistake with regard to the req 
uisice temperature of each and all oi 
these baths when ordered or required, i 
Will be useful to give the lowest and high 
est degree of heat within which each ol 
them ib comprehended. 


The right temperature, then, of differ 


ent baths is as follows: Cold, 50 degree 
to 60 degrees F.; temperate, 75 degrees tt 
65 degrees F.; tepid, 85 degrees to 00 de 
grees F.; warm, 96 degrees to 98 degrcei 
F.; hot, 98 devices to 110 degrees F.— 
New York Ledger.

Boston, 2 p m.—One of the moat ter- 


rible catastrophes imaginable occurred in 
this city at noon today. The horror of it 
cannot bo told in words, and the loss of 
life and property cannot now be told. 


\t noon today an explosion ot gas or 


chemicals in the subway at the corner of 
Boylston and Tremont streets, at the cor- 
ner of the common, shook the whole city 
and tore a great hole m the street. 


Three street cars standing on the tracks 


above tho place of explosion and filled 
with pasaeogers were precipitated into 
the ghastly death hole, and a perfect flood 
of flame and fire enveloped the awful 


Ihe scene that followed is beyond de- 


scription 
The shrieks of the dying, the 


groans of the vt ouoded, the wild panic of 
those in the street beggars all description 


A general call was sentin for the am- 


bulances in the city and the fire depart- 
ment was ordered out in full force, and 
quickly responded. Soon a crowd esti- 
mated at 50,000 excited people gathered 
in the ComnnJn 


The the men and ambulance men were 


soon at work and within an hour twelve 
mangled and burned corpses were taken 
from the death hole, despite tbe flames. 


Forty wounded have bean carried into 


the old city library building (now the Zoo) 
near at hand and some of thf sa are re- 
ported to have died since. The scenes in 
the temporary hospital are heart rending 


LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Frenzied friends and relatives of tho ' 


supposed to be in the catastrophe have 
onmded to the awful scene of accident 
and their appeals and pitiful asking: for 


information make the catastrophe still 
more terrible 


The buildings abouL the scene of lue ac- 


cident and lor blocks away ha\e no 
windows left, the explosion shattering 
them. Debris fills the streets fora con 
siderabla distance 


It m impossiyle to tell how many are 


dead or injured The number is simply 
appalling 


Besides those piecipitated into the hol- 


ocaust are those who weie in the subway 
at work and pedestrians on the street at 
the t'me of the explosion 


At the time of ths accident men were at 


work on the gas mains and the streets 
above were crov-ded with traffic and 
pedestrians
